service, as the 


presiding justice shall order. • Should 
tho' bill become'a-law President- Wil- 
son "wil have the power to appoint 17 
judges for federal courts during

present year, -with not less than 7 more

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The United 


States government's Pan-American pol- 
icy was revealed In detail by President 
Wilson last night, in an address before 
the second Pan-American Scientific con- 
gress. He explained the proposals sub- 
mitted to South and Central American 
diplomats here last week by Secretary 
Lansing as a basis 
for 
an 
effective 


agreement between all the republics of 
the xyestern hemisphere, "not only for 
Intcrnatlonal peace of America, but the 
domestic peace of America." 


This program, . as outlined by 
the 


president, proposes that the American 
nations shall: 


Unite in guaranteeing to each other 


absolute political independence and ter- 
ritorial Integrity. 


Agrees to settle all pending boundary 


disputes as soon as possible by amica- 
ble process. 


Agree to handle all disputes arising 


among them by patient, impartial in- 
vestigation and to settle by arbitration. 


Agree that no revolutionary expedi- 


tion shall be outfitted against, or sup- 
plies 
for 
revolutionists shipped 
to 


neighboring states. 


"These are very 
practical 
sugges- 


tions," said the president, "and I for 
my part, believe that they are soing to 
lead the way to something that Amer- 
ica has prayed for, for many a genera- 
tion." 


Ife said the Monroe Doctrine also had 


been and always would be maintained 
by the United States on Its own author- 
ity, 
but that the doctrine did not dis- 


close what attitude the United States 
would assume towards other nations of 
the hemisphere and in consequence, the 
other nations had been distrustful of It. 


Enthusiastic applause from the dele- 


gates greeted the president's remarks. 


Eduardo Suarez Mujica, ambassador 


of Chile and president of the congress. 
Introduced 
President Wilson as "a 


statesman who had radically changed 
the nature of the relations among the 
peoples of this continent and has built 
an American international 
policy 
of 


mutual esteem and co-operation, at this 
very moment praised and applauded by 
the whole continent." 


"Tho strengthening of constitutional 


government throughout all nations 
in 


the continent," added the ambassador, 
"the vigor and purity of our democra- 
cies, the mutual co-operation for rte- 
'ense of our national rights and privi- 
eges. have been the salient features of 
his continental policy." 


Mr?. Wilson made her first public ap- 


pearance In Washington last night as 
the president's wife. 
With Miss Mar- 


garet Wilson she occupied a box almost 
over the speaker's stand. On the plat- 
form were members of 
the 
cabinet, 


Latin-American diplomats and officers 
of the congress.

of British at Suvla Bay— 10.000 
Men Killed in Few Hours 


LONDON, Jan. 7.—Whole regiments 


of British were annihilated, 
Geijeials 


fouglit in the ranks and

were killed In a few hours at Suvla 
Bay, 
where the English suffered the 


great defeat which resulted In their re-

withdrawal of an entire army 


from the Dardanelles.

Ian Hamilton's report of the

Dr. McCollester allows 


that there Is homo element of religion 
that is significant to every man. and 
according to that, ho lives. He said 
in part: 
. 'There Is a. new study of man, to 
day, as a physical being, as a thinking 
being; there is a new study of man 
socially and religiously. Wo have not 
esteemed the divine element of hu- 
manity enough. Each one of us should 
ha.ve an Interest in himself as a per' 
sonallty. Wo have not looked at our- 
selves as carefully an we ought. It 
requires Introspection: 
wo have not 


meditated enough. We need to 
see 


the activities of life, and then wo need 
to interpret, the meaning of these ac- 
tivities from the higher levels. Such 
observation is of the same kind as 
that of the scientist. His object Is a 
better planning-of human lifo for tho 
masses "of 
men, physically. 
There 


should-he "a better planning of life for 
men spiritually. I think the agitation 
going on as a. result of Ihe great war 
Is going to bring us to turn our atten- 
tion'to where life is .lived, nut played. 
What jire' those who.sec this drama of 
life, doing for the players of real lifo? 
I have seen two tilings thai cheer thii 
heart mightily and give me new faith 
in the church and In religion, and in 
the value of the ideals of life. 
I have 


seen men drawn together for the sal- 
vation of the bodies and souls of men, 
and 1 have seen a tremendous joining 
-together of forces for uplift. Again: 
There is being developed a new anrt 
scientific method of saving humanity 
morally and also religiously. It is not 
simply a discussion of 
social 


tiers. The new method as I see it Is 
salvation by steering, steering human 
Hy Christward. The saving of society 
IB not to be accomplished by putting 
chains on any man to keep him from 
his dreams, or by driving men like 
wild animals Into a sort of corral to 
be broken, but by steering methods. 
The great problem of business, of col- 
leges and of tho church Is the problem 
of steering people. The destiny of Ufa 
IB not in one time, or place, or work 
not getting to tho end of things where 
we can say.

tions and '/n -working w.ith it In the 
development of commerce. 
This senti- 


ment at ^//ashlngton developed because 
of the ^c^jservation. of what was being 
accomplished in European 
countries 


throUF^i the organizations .of business 
men. 
-working with their governments. 
It v/'as greatly emphasized by the In- 
cre^.yed. efficiency" of the American or- 
Sr*hizations of business men which had 
*jeen growing for ten years. 
All who 


have studied the significance of this 
rmovcment among the business men of 
the country, beginning as it did with 
some of the very alert organizations 
of the middle west, realize that it is 
bringing about most important changes 
in the country. 
The new type of 


chamber of commerce

trade has been developed as an insti- 
tution with the idea of broad .service 
to the community, state and nation and 
its success is directly the result of the 
adoption of such a platform.

• ults which have accrued from all this 
activity have been widespread, for the. 
evolution orf really efficient organiza- 
tions "has stimulated one community 
after another, up'and down the coun- 
try.

bled upon President Taf t's Invitation and 
thcrrj developed unanimous sentiment 
for'national federation and the foundA- 
tiq.'.i of the chamber of commerce of the 
t'riitcd States was laid. 


Under the leadership of Mr. Harry A. 


TVheeler of Chicago, its first president, 
"it received an impetus which has car- 
ried it forward ever since without hesi- 


tcd to you and all the other mem- 
bers of the chamber. 
The value of 


this assistance .has been .recognized 
and welcomed by our government offi- 
cials. Especially during the year.since 
the war .began has.the.value-of this 
co-operation shown itself. 
The main- 


tenance by the chamber 'of a-perma- 
nent and well 
equipped ^bureau 
in 


Washington, in the direct service It \ 
has been able to give to business in all' 
parts of the United States .during- the 
18 anxious months of disturbed 
con- 


ditions that have just passed, has been 
worth more to the country than the 
entire operating cost of the chamber, 
five times over.

time is not available, but I will take 
the-responsibility of saying that I do 
not believe there is a practical busi- 
ness man in the United States who will 
visit the headquarters of. the chamber 
in Washington and observe what Is 
going .on there without becoming an 
enthusiast over the work that is being 
done and the possibilities for the fu- 
ture. 


I would like to have you think.for a 


few moments also of the field of oppor- 
tunity before the chamber in its work 
of aiding the local chambers of com- 
merce, boards of trade and commercial 
clubs, as well as the .national trade 
organizations, in making available to 
them the best organization ideas which 
can be developed In the country. 


A special bureau 
has ., been estab- 


lished for this purpose with-an ad- 
visory committee composed of business 
men and some of the leading commer- 
cial executives. 
Through, this, bureau 


it is intended to assemble the most 
successful plans for financing organ- 
izations, for .promoting their member- 
ship, for conducting their committee 
work; in a word, to set standards which 
may be utilized throughout the country 
in organized effort. 


I am sure you will agree that if out 


of this type o£ co-operation one thou- 
sand, yes. even five hundred of our 
business organizations in different sec- 
tions come to be the 
most efficient 


which can be devised for the needs 
they are serving, the reaction on the

WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan. 7.—Sen- 


ator Hokc Smith of Georgia has 
got 


a favorable report ordered on his bill 
io amend the law for the appointment 
of 
additional federal 
judges. 
The 


Smith bill puts into tbe hands of the 
president, the appointment of an addi- 
tional judge for each circuit or dis- 
trict where the judge holding tho com- 
mission lias served for ten years con- 
tinuously and lias reached the ago of 
10 years. The existing law permits 
the judKe to then resign with pay, but 
tho Smith bill provides that If he does 
not elect to resign, then the president 
may appoint an additional Judge, who 
becomes the senior in office, and the 
other judge is relegated either to no 
service or to such 
service as the 


presiding Justice shall order. Should 
Ihe bill become a law President Wil- 
son wll have the power to appoint 17 
judges for federal courts during 
the 


present year, with not less than 7 more 
before his term expires in 1?17. .There 
are 
now 31 circuit and 
05 district 


judges 
in 
office. 
Additional 
judges 


have heretofore 
been appointed 
by 


specific, senate bills to meet the needs 


; they arose. 
The vote in the judiciary committee 


on the Smith bill was-strictly a party 
vote, the democratic majority voting as 
a unit for the bill and the republicans 
against il. This is said to be the first 
time a party vote has ever been known 
in that committee, and when the bill 
pets tri tbe senate for consideration a 
bitter discussion is sure to follow, as 
(he sentiment against mixing' partisan 
politics with the federal courts is very 
strong.

M'ASmNGTON, Jan. 
7.—The United 


States government's Fan-American pol- 
icy xvas revealed in detail by President 
Wilson last night, In an address before 
the second Tan-American Kcientlfle con- 
gress. He explained the proposals sub- 
mitted to South and Central American 
diplomats here last weeli by Secrctary 
Lansinjc; as a basts 
for 
an 
effective 


agreement between all the republics of 
the western hemisphere, "not only for 
international peace of America, but the 
domestic peace of America." 


This program, as outlined by the 


president, proposes that the American 
nations shall: 


Unite in guaranteeing to each other 


absolute political independence and ter- 
ritorial integrity. 


Agree to settle all pending boundary 


disputes as soon as possible by amica- 
ble process. 


Agree to handle all disputes arising 


among^ them by patient, impartial in- 
vestigation and to settle by arbitration. 


Agree that no revolutionary expedi- 


tion shall be outfitted against, or sup- 
plies 
for 
revolutionists 
shipped 
to 


neighboring states. 


"These are very 
practical 
sugges- 


tions," said the president, "anil I for 
my nart, believe that they are going to 
lead the way to something that Amer- 
ica has prayed for, for many a genera- 
tion." 


He said the Monroe Doctrine also had 


been und always would be maintained 
ty the United States on its own author- 
ity, but that the doctrine did not dis- 
close what attitude the United States 
would assume towards other nations of 
the hemisphere and in consequence, the 
other nations hnd been distrustful of it. 


Enthusiastic applause from the dele- 


gates greeted the president's remarks. 


Eduardo Suarez Mujica, ambassador 


of Chile and president, ot the congress, 
Introduced 
President "Wilson as "a 


statesman who had radically changed 
the nature of the relations am^ns the 
peoples of this continent and has built 
an American International 
policy 
of 


mutual esteem and co-operation, at this 
very moment praised and applauded by 
the whole contine-nt." 


"The strengthening of constitutional 


government throughout all nations in 
the continent," added the ambassador, 
"the vigor and purity of our democra- 
cies, the mutual co-operation for 
de- 


fense of our national rights ami privi- 
leges, have been the salient features of 
his continental policy." 


Mrs. Wilson made her first public ap- 


pearance in Washington last night as 
the president's wife. With Miss Mar- 
garet Wilson she occupied a box almost 
over the speaker's stand. On the plat- 
form were members of 
the 
cabinet, 


Latin-American diplomats and officers 
of the congress.

LONDON', Jan. 7.—Whole regiments 


of British were annihilated, 
Generals 


/ought In the ranks and 10,000 men 
were killed In a few hours at Suvla 
Ray, 
where the English suffered the 


great defeat which resulted in their re- 
cent 
withdrawal of an entire 
army 


from the Dardanelles. 


Get). 
Jan Hamilton'.-* report ot the 


closing months of his command, pub- 
lished last night In the Oltlclal Gazette, 
shows the Suvla Bay force failed to 
capture the mountain backbone at tho 
center of the peninsula and thus dom- 
inate Dardanelles Narrows, partly he- 
cause the troops were untried and gen- 
erals inexperienced in the new war- 
fare, and partly because of failure of 
the water supply, which caused the 
troops great suffering. 
, Concerning his retirement, Gen. Ham- 
ilton reports: 


"0« tho llth of October Your Lord- 


Bhip cabled asking- me for an estimate 
of tho losses which would he involved 


in the evacuation of the peninsula. 1 
replied in terms showing that such a 
step was to me .unthinkable. 
On the 


6th of October I received a cable re- 
culUng 'me to London for the reason, as 
I was informed by Your Lordship on 
my arrival, that His Majesty's govern- 
men desired fresh, unbiased 
opinion 


from a responsible commander on the 
question of evacuation."

The Suvla landing began Aug. 6. The 


climax was reached at daybreak on tho 
10th when more than 20,000 Turks made 
the assault from the summit of Chun- 
nuk Balr Hill upon the two battalions 
of tho ,6th North Lancashire and the 
5th Wiltshire regiments The Lancashire 
men wore overwhelmed in their shal- 
low trenches by sheer weight of num- 
ber and the Wlltshires, caught out in 
the open, were almost annihilated.

The Warwicks and Worccsters lost lit- 
erally every officer.

The British had held all they gained 


except two important salients, one a 
hill, momentarily carried by the Gurk- 
has, and the position on Chunnuk Balr, 
which had been retained -IS hours. 


The expedition had been carefully 


planned. Tho navy brought the troops 
120 miles from ilsands and landed them 
at the psychological moment. But the 
loss of these two points "marked the 
differences between an Important suc- 
cess and a signal victory." 


Gen. Hamilton says, "Gen. Stopford, 


the corps commander, urged his divi- 
sional commanders to push on, but they 
believed themselves unable to move. 
But it seems to have been overlooked 
that the half defeated Turks in front 
of us were equally exhausted and dis- 
organized, and that an advance was 
the simplest and swiftest method of 
solving the water trouble and every 
other sort of trouble." Gen. Stopford 
gave instructions not to make frontal 
attacks on Intrenched positions. "With- 
in the terms of this instruction lies 
the root of our failure to make use of 
the priceless daylight hours of the Sth 
of August." 


Gen. 
Stopford was relieved 
of bis 


command on Aug. IS. 


Gen. 
Hamilton reports that lack of 


water for the troops, who had only a 
pint each a. day, decided him not to 
throw In his reserves, who "probably 
would have turned the scale." 


He cabled for 50,000 reinforcements 


from England but was told they could 
not be sent.

With dramatic simplicity Mr. Herrick 


told of the changes that came over 
Paris and of tho expectation of siege. 
He related many incidents of his con- 
versation with oilier foreign represen- 
tatives and with President 
i'oincarc. 


With every indication of pride in his 
country, he sketched tho great work 
done by the American hospital in Paris 
and of the devotion and courage of the 
Americans who refused to floe when 
there was every expectallon that the 
Germans would take the capital. The 
feeling was that, the- enemy vould bat- 
tor [heir way to the gates, but Paris 


[ -had resolved to resist to tho last man. 


Mr. Herrick passed lightly over his oivn 
connect ion wiih events, but the story 
of hi a courage and service Lo all na- 
tionalities in Paris durhiK these sllr- 
rlnpr days has Konn ovnr tbe worW. He 
told many touching Incidents of the 
war, many of which had come under lus 
own observation, and he mentioned his 
amazement whon the returning Hdldicrs 
would ask. "What is the news?" 
He 


praised the efficiency o£ the American 
hospital and Red Cross service, which 
has become a. model for the allied nr- 
mles and ihe methods of which have 
been adopted. Jn conclusion, he told of 
his conviction tliat America has been 
destined by Hod to play a great part in 
the reorganization of the world.
